World  of  Tomorrow 


Stimulated  hv  the  prevalent  theme  of  the  \\ Okld  of  1’omoukow.  the  1939  Orenda 
Staff  deemed  it  j)ertinent  to  use  in  its  art  work  the  forward-lookinji  note  of  Tomorrow. 
No  better  theme  eoidd  they  have  ehosen  than:  "A  happier  way  of  living  through  a 
reeognition  of  the  interdependeiiee  of  men,  and  the  l>nihling  of  a  het  ter  \V  ORi.i)  of  To¬ 
morrow  with  the  tools  of  today." 

Is  it  not  true  that  we  should  foeus  our  attention  on  the  means  of  making  the  Vt Orld 
OF  'Fomorrow  a  better  world  than  the  world  of  today? 

As  a  means  to  this  end.  'I’omorrow  ealls  upon  us  to  renew  our  faith  in  education. 
Back  in  1890,  the  Student  of  the  little  red  sehoolhonse  dreamed  not  of  the  consolidated 
school  of  todav.  nor  di<l  that  Student  who  walked  ndles  each  day  have  any  idea  that  in 
less  than  a  <piarter  of  a  century  stmlents  would  ride  to  school  in  a  new  and  shining  school 
bus. 

Todav  American  Kdueation  has  a  S  1 0.000, 000. 000  plant,  1 .300,000  employees,  and  a 
$2,300,000,000  budget.  It  ministers  to  30,000.000  children.  With  these  facts  before  us, 
the  (piestion  may  well  he  asked:  W  here  do  we  go  from  here?  The  short  answer  is  that  the 
ends  of  edneation  are  to  promote  the  ends  of  human  life  and  of  organized  society.  The 
ends  of  life  and  society  are.  in  turn,  individual  happiness  and  the  eonimon  good.  The 
method  of  promoting  them  is  to  develop  the  moral  character  ami  the  intellectual  ahilitv 
of  the  eoinmunity. 

'Foday  none  «)f  us  knows  a  tenth  of  the  things  that  are  known,  d'he  thought  of  'Fo- 
MORROW  will  set  before  us  many  ideas  for  our  imaginations  to  incubate.  Now,  the  wisest 
students  are  stuffed  with  hits  and  jumbles  of  ill-adjusted  knowledge,  but  it  is  not  too 
mneh  to  anticipate  a  far  clearer-headed  boy  and  girl  in  the  schools  of  Tomorrow.  'Fhe 
school  of  'Fomorrow  will  eertainlv  be  a  worhl  of  intereommnnieatine;  individuals.  Todav 
is  almost  'Fomorrow  when  it  will  he  possible  for  teachers  and  pupils  housed  in  buildings 
made  of  glass  to  sit  in  conference,  seeing  ami  hearing  each  other  by  radio,  television,  tele¬ 
phone,  when,  in  fact,  they  are  hundreds  of  miles  apart.  Methods  will  be  designe<l  to 
stimulate  the  minds  of  students  and  to  promote  and  graduate  students  in  terms  of  actual 
achievement  rather  than  in  terms  of  ability  to  master  a  teacher’s  habits. 

d'here  are  big  changes  ahead  for  education.  ’Fhe  schools  look  forward  to  an  amazing 
future.  'Foday  there  is  an  excess  of  materials,  an  excess  of  money,  and  an  excess  of  man 
power.  Fhat  means  there  are  not  enough  |)rojeets  to  work  on.  New  fields  must  be  entered; 
men  eaiTt  go  on  doing  the  same  things  they  are  doing  now.  Students  of  todav  must  realize 
that  the  whole  field  of  knowledge  and  achievement  is  ahead  of  them.  Fortunately,  thev 
haven’t  learned  that  things  can't  be  done.  They  aren’t  afraid  of  new  i<leas. 

'Fhe  Orenda  Staff,  therefore,  believes  that  the  Students  whose  school  history  is  re- 
eorde<l  in  this  volume  will  be  able  to  meet  the  changes  and  <liffieulties  of  Tomorrow’s 
\\  ORLi)  with  a  measure  of  etpianimity,  and  courage,  and  with  a  capacity  of  self-discipline,

Throughout,  the  football  season  was  one  of  surprises.  The  season  opened 
with  the  Lamar  Redskins,  odds-on-favorites.  The  first  three  games  played,  their 
opponents,  Milby,  St.  Thomas,  and  San  Antonio  Tech,  were  snowed  under  beneath 
mountainous  scores.  The  next  game  Lamar  met  its  old  South-end  rival,  the  San 
Jacinto  Bears.  The  great  San  Jacinto  line  was  too  great  for  the  Indians  that  night, 
cansing  them  to  get  their  first  taste  of  defeat  to  the  tune  of  14-0.  The  defeat  did  not 
stop  the  smooth  working  Red  and  Blue  eleven;  it  strengthened  it.  To  further  prove 
this  statement  they  buried  under  Sam  Houston,  32-0,  after  a  bitter  fight,  and  decid¬ 
edly  defeated  Jeff  Davis  27-18.  This  left  Lamar  tied  with  two  other  teams,  Conroe 
and  Austin,  for  first  place.  The  team  was  defeated  by  Austin  15-7  in  one  of  the 
hardest  fought  games  that  gridiron  spectators  will  see  for  a  long  time.  Coaches 
Dnggan  and  Mickelson  then  gathered  up  some  promising  Juniors  and  Sophomores 
and  traveled  to  Galveston,  where  these  futnre  stars  swamped  Kirwin  High,  31-6. 
The  team’s  next  rival  happened  to  be  the  future  district-champion  Reagan  Bnll- 
dogs.  It  was  a  rough  and  hard-played  game,  but  the  Reagan  team  eked  out  a  19-12 
victory.  In  concluding  the  season,  the  Indians  were  badly  defeated  by  Coach  Joe 
Lagow’s  co-city-champion  Conroe  club,  by  the  score  of  21-0. 

The  Lamar  eleven  of  1939  will  be  seriously  hit  by  the  absence  of  many  of  the 
veteran  stars  who  appeared  in  the  1938  squad,  but  will  be  strengthened  by  a  flock 
of  prospective  gridiron  stars,  some  of  whom  showed  brilliant  form  in  games 
during  the  past  season.

The  first  game  which  Lamar  played  this  season  was  against  Bryan  High 
School  at  Bryan.  Playing  on  one  of  the  finest  gyms  that  the  team  saw  all  season, 
Lamar  defeated  Bryan  45-18.  Although  this  game  had  no  real  significance,  being 
just  a  warm  up  game,  it  served  notice  to  all  that  Lamar  would  be  tough  in  the  city 
competition. 

Lamar’s  next  competition  was  gained  in  the  Humble  Tournament.  In  the  meet 
Lamar  beat  Galena  Park  in  the  first  round  and  then  went  down  under  a  fighting 
Milby  team  in  the  semi-finals. 

On  January  1,  Lamar  went  to  San  Antonio  for  the  Annual  Invitation  Meet 
held  there.  There  Lamar  ran  through  San  Antonio  Tech,  Austin  and  Sam  Houston 
and  then  in  the  finals  against  Davis,  blew  a  10-point  lead  and  lost  by  a  score  of 
23  to  20. 

After  returning  from  San  Antonio,  Lamar  engaged  in  its  first  city  contest. 
This  game  was  played  at  Lamar  against  John  Reagan.  The  game  was  a  hard  fought 
one  throughout,  but  Lamar  finally  won  26-20.

Two  days  after  tliis  game  Lamar  played  its  nemesisof  the  San  Antonio  Tourna¬ 
ment,  Jeff  Davis,  and  again  Davis  had  what  it  took,  namely  a  big  height  advantage 
and  Lamar  lost  37  to  31. 

Rehounding  from  this  defeat,  Lamar  entered  the  Houston  Invitation  Tourna¬ 
ment  loaded  for  bear.  In  its  first  game  Lamar  heat  Jefferson  High  School  of  San 
Antonio  39-28.  In  its  next  game  Lamar  routed  the  highly  rated  Livingston  Lions 
32-27  and  then  went  on  to  defeat  Cushing  36-31.  In  the  finals  Lamar  met  Jeff  Davis 
and  the  third  time  proved  to  he  the  charm  as  the  Redskins  won  26-24  and  took  the 
championship  of  the  tournament. 

After  the  tournament,  Lamar  again  returned  to  the  city  wars  and  won  vic¬ 
tories  in  the  following  fashion:  against  Sam  Houston  Lamar  won  36-24;  against 
Milhv  38-24;  against  Austin  34-15;  and  against  San  Jacinto  55-35. 

With  the  winning  of  the  San  Jacinto  game,  Lamar  advanced  into  the  j)Iay-off 
round  against  the  other  top  three  teams  of  the  city. 

In  its  first  game,  Lamar  lost  a  heartbreaking  tlecision  to  Jeff  Davis  34-32,  hut 
the  Redskins  were  not  dismayed  and  in  their  second  and  third  rouiul  matches 
against  Milhy  and  Reagan  won  by  scores  of  29-26  and  28-17  respectively.  These 
victories  ])ut  Lamar  into  the  finals  against  Jeff  Davis,  ddiis  time  Lamar  reallv  went 
to  town  and  slaughtered  Davis  37-19.  Evervone  had  thought  that  the  winner  of 
that  game  would  he  the  city  champs,  hut  those  in  charge  decided  that  Lamar  had 
to  plav  Davis  again.  In  that  game  Lamar  defeated  Davis  in  a  close  game  22-19  and 
was  pronounced  citv  champion. 

On  the  following  dav  Lamar  journeved  to  (ralveston  to  play  in  the  District 
Plav-offs  held  there. 

In  its  first  game  on  Frida v  afternoon  Lamar  ran  over  J'exas  Citv  60-23.  4  hat 
night  Lamar  j)laved  Rail  High  and  won  36-19.  Lhis  victory  j)ut  Lamar  into  the 
finals  of  the  District  Championship  against  Robert  E.  Lee.  IMaving  its  sixth  game 
in  five  days,  a  weary  hut  victory  hound  Lamar  team  again  came  through  and  de¬ 
feated  Robert  E.  Lee  20-17. 


After  a  week's  rest,  Lamar  again  took  the  road,  its  next  step  being  Huntsville 
where  the  Regional  Plav-offs  were  held.  In  its  first  game  Lamar  heat  Port  Arthur 
33-22.  Phis  put  Lamar  into  the  finals  against  the  Livingston  Lions  and  tlefeat 
finally  caught  up  with  the  Redskins.  Livingston  that  night  had  the  'Mndian  sign” 
on  Lamar  in  the  form  of  Foster  Ridlock  who  made  16  ])oints  and  inspired  his  team 
to  make  25  more;  enough  to  trample  Lamar  41-28.

John  played 
guard  and  got  to  be  a  very  adept  ball  handler.  Not  only  was  he  a  good 
floor  man,  but  he  also  could  match  shots  with  the  best  of  them.  He  is 
a  Junior  and  will  see  plenty  of  service  next  year. 

E.  A.  BARKER — E.  A.,  who  was  one  of  the  fastest  boys  on  the  team,  is 
another  substitute  of  this  year  who  will  be  counted  upon  heavily  next 
year.  He  is  not  only  very  fast  and  hard  fighting,  but  he  is  also  tall.  A 
combination  of  height  and  speed  is  one  that  is  hard  to  beat,  and  for  that 
reason  E.  A.  should  be  a  distinct  asset  to  the  team  next  year.

RAYMOND  DANIELS — Red  Dog,  as  he  is  known,  made  quite  a  name  for 
himself  when  the  team  played  for  the  District  Championship  at  Gal¬ 
veston.  Red  was  always  a  good  shot,  but  there  he  was  really  hot.  It 
seemed  as  if  every  time  he  shot  the  ball,  he  connected  and  he  made  such 
a  hit  with  the  fans  there  that  they  cheered  wildly  every  time  Mr.  Long- 
cope  sent  Red  into  the  game. 


LlvOVn  GliKGOliV — Lloyrl,  '‘"the  Judge,"”  Gregory  was  second  only  to 
Schlahach  in  tlie  substitute  role.

W  hen  he  and  another  jilayer  went  after  the  hall,  you 
could  almost  count  on  Weldon  getting  it.  As  a  dribbler,  Weldon  was  in 
a  class  by  himself.  If  he  made  uj)  his  mind  to  drilihle  around  a  guard, 
he  did  jnst  that,  and  it  seemed  as  if  no  one  could  do  much  about  it. 
Incidentally,  Weldon  was  chosen  on  all  three  of  Houston’s  All  City 
reams  and  he  eertaiidy  ileserved  it. 


DONALD  PUNTCH — Donald,  who  teamed  with  Mallette  at  the  forward 
posts,  was  an  outstanding  performer  all  season.  Like  Mallette,  he  was 
a  ^Mead  eye”  and  was  the  only  player  on  the  team  whom  Coach  Long- 
cope  allowed  to  shoot  ”long  shots.”  It  is  significant  to  note  that  Lamar 
was  not  put  out  of  the  state  race  until  the  regional  playoffs  with  Livings¬ 
ton,  at  which  time  Donald  was  sick  and  unahle  to  play. 

EDGAR  SCHLABACH — If  you  want  to  know  how  good  Edgar  is,  don’t 
ask  Edgar.  Schlabach  is  so  modest  that  he’d  have  everyone  believe  that 
he  was  really  the  water  boy  and  not  what  he  actually  was:  the  most  played 
substitute  on  the  team.  Ask  any  of  the  boys  on  the  squad  about  Schla¬ 
bach  and  they’ll  tell  you  that  he  was  the  hardest  working,  most  con¬ 
scientious  player  out  for  the  team.  Edgar  will  play  next  year  and  if 
you  don’t  know  which  one  he  is,  just  look  for  the  boy  on  the  floor  who  is 
fighting  the  hardest  and  that  will  be  Edgar. 

HOWARD  THOMPSON — Affectionately  termed  ’’Peanuts”  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  team,  Howard  is  an  outstanding  example  of  what  hustle  and 
fight  can  do  for  an  athlete.  Although  smaller  than  any  member  of  the 
first  string  team,  Howard  was  easily  one  of  the  most  valuable  players  on 
the  team.  Although  he  played  forward,  he  broke  up  more  plays  than 
any  other  man,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Hardy.  On  the  offense 
he  was  even  more  valuable,  as  he  was  capable  of  getting  ’’hot”  any 
time.  When  he  did,  it  was  curtains  for  the  opposing  team,  for  he  could 
really  bombard  the  hoop. 

HARRY  VAN  WAGNER— Although  Harry  didn  ’t  see  a  lot  of  service  this 
year,  he  certainly  deserved  his  letter.  He  worked  hard  all  year  in  prac¬ 
tice  and  really  supported  the  team.  During  the  San  Antonio  Tourna¬ 
ment,  Harry  was  not  chosen  as  one  of  those  to  go,  but,  because  he  was 
so  interested  in  the  team,  he  hitch-hiked  all  the  way  there.

Aside  from 
this  very  valuable  asset.  Dudley  was  an  excellent  shot,  having  one  of 
the  finest  one-handed  push  shots  in  the  city,  lie  is  the  oidy  player  on 
Lamar  s  starting  team  who  has  another  year  of  basketball  to  play  and 
he  will  undoubtedly  be  the  backbone  of  Lamar"s  team  next  year.

HOUSTON  INVITATION  TOURNAMENT 

Returning  from  a  very  successful  campaign  in  the  San  Antonio  Invitation  Meet,  the  Lamar 
Redskins  promptly  entered  another  hig  tournament,  the  Houston  Invitation  Tourney,  sponsored 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  At  San  Antonio,  Lamar  had  enjoyed  remarkable  success.  There 
it  mowed  down  all  opponents  until  it  reached  the  finals,  when  a  strong  Jeff  Davis  team  nosed 
out  Lamar  by  a  margin  of  three  points. 

Lamar,  however,  was  due  for  a  big  measure  of  revenge.  The  Redskins  entered  the  Houston 
Tournament  seeded  fourth,  being  ranked  below  Cushing,  Jeff  Davis  and  Livingston.  In  its  first 
game,  played  on  Friday  night  of  January  13,  Lamar  met  Jefferson  High  School  of  San  Antonio. 
The  final  score  was  Lamar  39,  Jefferson  28.  However  it  was  not  until  the  following  dav  that 
Lamar  really  reached  its  peak.  At  10:30  a.m.  on  Saturday  morning,  Lamar  took  on  the  Livingston 
Lions,  a  team  which  later  won  the  state  championship.  Again  Lamar’s  efforts  were  crowned  with 
success.  Although  the  game  was  a  hard  fought  one  and  Livingston  led  most  of  the  way,  Lamar 
managed  to  spurt  at  the  last  and  gained  a  32  to  27  advantage.  The  game  ended  with  that  score 
and  Lamar  moved  into  the  semi-finals  against  Cushing,  the  first  ranked  team  of  the  meet.  Few 
people  really  expected  Lamar  to  win  this  game  with  Cushing  which  was  played  Saturdav  after¬ 
noon.  In  fact,  one  Cushing  fan  was  so  sure  of  his  team’s  victory  that  he  offered  to  buy  every 
player  on  the  Lamar  team  a  chicken  dinner  if  Lamar  should  win.  This  man,  incidentally,  was  no¬ 
where  to  be  found  an  hour  later  when  Lamar  had  just  emerged  winner  again,  defeating  Cushing 
36  to  31.  This  victory  was  especially  sweet,  for  at  this  time  most  of  the  sports  writers  were  hailing 
Cushing  as  the  strongest  team  in  the  state. 

This  victory  enabled  Lamar  to  again  take  on  its  arch  rival,  Jeff  Davis.  Playing  its  third  game 
of  that  same  day,  Lamar  outgamed  Davis  26  to  24  and  emerged  victor  and  champion  of  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  This  was  another  ’’sweet”  victory,  for  Davis  had  twice  before  come  out  on  top  in  games 
with  the  Redskins. 

Lamar  will  enter  the  Houston  Tournament  next  year  as  the  defending  champions.  It  is 
hoped  that  Lamar  will  again  be  crowned  champion.
